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TEE WORK ON HAND. 
Tuesday was the last day on wnich new 
business could be introduced in the Legisla­ 
ture, and it was supposed until then, that 
the session woald close about the 20th of 
the month, but the most recent indications 
are that an adjournment will not be 
reached belore the first of March. 
I here 
are several very important measures yet to 
consider, and which will no doubt con­ 
sume much time. The decision of the Su­ 
preme Court just rendered, in regard to the 
tax question, will make it obligatory on the 
Legislature to 
construct 
an 
entirely 
new 
law 
on 
the 
subject 
of 
assessments 
and 
collection 
of 
taxes. 
The law ot last winter has been 
decided unconstitutional and by that opin­ 
ion two millions of dollars of back taxes 
aDd tax certificates are wiped out. 
This 
is by far the most important question be­ 
fore the Legislature, and no doubt it will 
require some time to frame a law which 
will meet all cases. The biennial session 
resolution is yet to be considered, and this 
will likely consume much time in discus­ 
sion. Senator Price's resolution to amend 
the constitution touching the liquor traffic 
will doubtless bring out many speeches 
and Its discussion will probably be pro­ 
longed. 
This 
is 
also 
another 
matter before the Legislature to which is 
attached a good deal of interest, and which 
also has two sides—the interest question. 
There ii now a bill before the Legislature 
to reduce the rate of legal interest to 8 per 
cent. On both sides there will probably 
be long apetches, as it is a question on 
which there are many difierences of opin­ 
ion. 


THE STATE PRISON AND A QUES­ 
TION OF REFORM. 
A bill bas been introduced in the Legis­ 
lature to abrogate the contract with M. D 
Wells & Co , of Chicago, for the convict 
labor in the State Prison. 
This bill was 
drawn by certain parties in Milwaukee 
who are interested in the boot and shoe 
trade, and who want the State to suffer at 
their expense. They claim that during the 
past year, the shoe dealers in that city have 
lost |25,(K)0 worth of trade on account of 
this contract ot M. D. Wells & Co., with 
the State, a portion of the goods manufact­ 
ured by convict labor being thrown upon 
the market in Milwaukee. For this season 
they ask the Legislature to break tbe con­ 
tract, stop all competition so far as the shoe 
trade is concerned, and compel the State 
to work its own convicts at a loss of from 
$25,000 to $10,000 a year. 
For the purpose of defending the State 
in its contract with M. D. Wells «fc Co., 
and to show that it is through selfish motives 
the Milwaukee men want the contract 
rescinded, we will give the public a few 
figures which cannot I iii to be peculiarly 
interesting in the lace of tbe introduction 
of this Milwaukee bill. In the first place, 
the friends of the bill say the contract cats 
in on the shoe trade in Milwaukee; now 
let us look at the contract for prison labor 
in the light of public policy and as a re­ 
form measure. Milwaukee says it has lost 
$25,000 
in 
the 
last 
year, in 
other 
words, 
the 
shoe 
trade 
in that city was $25,000 less in 1S78 than 
in 1877. Now take a look at the other side 
of t ie question. The contractors for tbe 
convict labor, expended in this State— 
nearly all at Milwaukee and at Two Rivers 
—the sum of $103,231.19 for material m 
1878. Their sales in Wisconsin for 1878t 
including those from the Chicago house 
aggregated only $87,475.03, and less than 
fifty per cent of this amount was prison 
goods. They did more than this. They 
paid out during the past year to citizen 
employes at Waupun, the sum ot $25,022.- 
60, aDd paid the Wisconsin railways for 
freight, $12,000, and paid into the State 
Treasury 
for 
convict labor $29,716.- 
64. 
Is 
there 
a 
man 
in Wisconsin, with these figures before 
him, so forgetful of economy, and so lost 
to reason, ss to ask that the State cease to 
let Its convict labor ? Is there any man 
who has the least regard for public econo­ 
my that would demand that the State go 
back to the old system of working tbe 
convicts, run the State in debt from 
$25,000 to $40,000 a year, for the sake of 
obliging a few shoe men in Milwaukee ? 
Under the present system, the State is 
making money, but under the old system It 
was constantly io debt. 
In looking over 
the cost of the State Prison for former 
years, we find that in 1872, there was appro­ 
priated $23,904 for current expenses, and 
$34,539.47 for “old indebtedness.” la 1873 
there was appropriated $25,000 for current 
expenses, and $20,735 for that same “old 
indebtedness.” In 1874, $25,000 more was 
appropriated for current expenses aud reg­ 
ularly as the legislature met, there was 
tb a tMold indebtedness” to settle and $18,- 
718.39 more was appropriated to wipe it 
out. The vear following the “old indebt­ 
edness'' had been reduced to about $2,000| 
but the current expense account ran up to 
$45,000, and thus things went on. Under 
the contract system, there has been a great 
change. Instead of running in Jebt every 
year, the State is making money, and so 
are Weils & Co. and it is right they should. 
This is a poor time to ask that the old sys­ 
tem be resurrected for the purpose of giv­ 
ing some one a chance to make money out 
of the Slate Prison bv robbing the State. 


THE LAST OF EDGEWOOD. 
We publish to-day the full text of the 
report of Senator Richardson on the prop­ 
osition to accept tbe Washburn residence 
near Madison, known ar Edgewood, and 
convert it into a home for indigent boys. 
The joint resolution 
was adopted by the 
Assembly without much opposition, and, 
it was supposed by the Madisonians that it 
woald quietly be concurred in by the Sen­ 
ate. Bat the Committee on Chantable 
and Penal Institutions, of which Senator 
Richardson is chairman, deemed it best 


for the interests of tbe State and of the 
people, not to create another State institu­ 
tion. The reasons why this position wa9 
taken by the Committee are fully set forth 
in the report to which we refer our read­ 
ers. Whether or not the conclusions of 
the Committee are wise, each must decide 
for himself after carefully reading and 
considering the report. 
Subsequent pro­ 
ceedings showed that the Senate approved 
of the report made by Senator Richardson, 
as the resolution to accept the property 
was defeated by a decided majority. I bis 
action of the Committee and of the Senate 
may seem to the people of Madison to be 
an Insult to ex-Governor Washburn, and a 
poor appreciation of his unselfish generosity, 
bat this i9 not the case. 
It may seem 
strange to some that tbe Legislature wii 
not accept such a valuable and inviting a 
residence as that of Edgewood when it was 
offered to the State free of all charge and 
incumbrance. But there are gifts which 
may prove dear ones, and this is one of 
them. The Legislature no doubt deeply 
appreciates Mr. Washburn’s munificence, 
and we believe that it heartily wishes it 
was off his bands, as it is as worthless to 
him as it would be a burden to the State. 


The death of the venerable Richard 
Ile ary Dana calls to mind the fact that his 
physical life was a marvel. From his boy­ 
hood up to the time he was 50 years old, 
he was nothing more than an Invalid. His 
nervous system was in a morbid condition. 
On account of his ill-health and aches and 
pains, he led a quiet life, and was prepared 
at any time to be carried off. But after he 
bad passed 50 bis health began to improve, 
and from the age of 65 to 91 when he died, 
he was in excellent bodily condition inso­ 
much that two serious carriage accidents 
happening to him after he had passed four 
score years, produced no serious efieci on 
him. “The despondent and despairing 
may take courage from the example of his 
; long life; it illustrates, moreover, the con- 
1 servative influence of disease. 
Had Dana 
been so robust as to be under no necessity 
| of taking thought as to his health, he 


i might have died far short of 91.” 


On Tuesday, Senator Richardson offered 
I a petition signed by Judge Conger, Mayor 
Norcross, Mr. James Sutherland, A. A. 
Jackson, Esq., and 938 other citizens of 
Rock county, asking the Legislature to 
adopt Senator Price’s resolution for the 
submission of a constitutional amendment 
regarding the manufacture and sale of in­ 
toxicating liquor. On the petition there 
were 330 legal voters.

known lawyer ot Eau Claire, and Charles 
H. Vilas a Chicago physician.

EDMUNDS’JRESOLUTIONS. 


T he F u ll T ex t o f th e E dm unds' R eso­ 
lu tio n s. 


W a sh in g to n, Feb. 5 —The resolutions 
of Mr. Edmund9, adopted in the Senate, 
to-day, read as follows: 
Resolved, As tbe judgment of the Senate, 
that the thirteenth,fourteenth and fifteenth 
amendments to the constitution of the 
United States have been ’egally ratified, 
and are as valid and of the same para­ 
mount authority as any other part of the 
constitution; that the people ot each Slate 
have a common interest in the enforce­ 
ment of the 
whole 
^constitution in 
every State of the Union, and that it is 
alike a right and duty of Congress to en­ 
force said amendments, and to protect 
every citizen in the exercise thereby secur­ 
ed by tbe laws ot a general character 
already passed for that purpose, and by 
further 
appropriate 
legislation, 
so 
far 
as 
such 
enforcement 
and protection are not secured by existing 
laws, and that it Is the duty of the Execu­ 
tive Department of the government faith­ 
fully and with diligence to carry all such 
laws into impartial execution, and of Con­ 
gress to appropriate all moneys needful for 
that end. 
Resolved, Further that it is the duty of 
Congress to provide by law tor the full and 
impartial protection of all citizens of the 
United States duly qualified, In the right 
to vote for Representatives in Congress, 
and to this end the Committee on J udiciary 
be and it is hereby instructed to prepare 
and report as soon as may be,a bill for the 
protection of such rights and punishment 
of infractions thereof. 


THE PLAGUE. 


T he D iscusttion on th e P ro d u ce E x ­ 
change in S ew Y ork. 


N e w Y o r k, Feb. 5 —There is much dis­ 
cussion on tbe Produce Exchange and in 
financial circles &9 to the effect likely to be 
produced on the business interests ct this 
country by the ravages of the plague in 
Southern Russia.

W a sh in g to n, Feb. 5 .—The contest ot 
Colonel Corbin for the seat of Hamourg 
Butler, of South Carolina, in the Senate, 
will be pressed to a vote as soon as possi­ 
ble. Corbin’s friends do not expect to se­ 
cure the expulsion of Butler and the ad­ 
mission of Corbin, for Patterson and Con­ 
over will still vote with the Democrats, 
and will give Butler a majority of two, in

W a sh in g t o n, Feb. 5 .—An absurd story 
has been telegraphed to prominent news­ 
papers from here that the Michigan Con­ 
gressional delegation had joined other cit­ 
izens of that State in Washington, and 
memorialized tho Legislature to elect ex- 
Governor Bagiev senator in Christiancy’s 
place.

Recent information from Michigan receiv­ 
ed here leads to doubt whether Christiancy 
will resign to accept the Peruvian mission, 
and if be decides not to, it will be a great 
national Joke, because ex-Secretarv Chand­ 
ler’s friends have worked long and hard to 
get him to consent, and now if he changes 
his mind and decides to remain in the Sen­ 
ate, they will have their labor for their 
pains.

M adison, February 6.—Iu the Senate 
this morning the Committee on Charitable 
and Fecal Institutions reported antagonis­ 
tic to the bill looking to a change in the 
presont system of letting the State prison 
convict labor. Tho Committee’s report is 
a lengthy and vigorous paper, reviewing 
the whole subject of opposition to prison 
labor, and deprecating the same as a mat­ 
ter of public policy. 
A bill was pasjed appropriating eight 
thousand dollars to the State Fish Commis­ 
sion. 
An extended and spirited debate occur­ 
red on the bill providing a change In the 
lien law on logs. 
The different elements 
on the floor proposed numerous amend­ 
ments, and finally the bill was referred to 
Senator Kellogg, of Wausau, to amend 
the bill and to harmonize the conflicting 
interests. 
In the Assembly no business of general 
importance was transacted. 


EDGEWOOD ?PB0PEBTY. 


T he R ep o rt of S e n a to r K icliardsou— 
W hy th e S la te S h o u ld n o t A ccept 
W asliliu ru ’s P ro p e rty . 
The committee on Charitable and Penal 
Institutions, to whom was referred, 
Joint Resolution Number IO, A, 
Relating to the proposed donation by ex- 
Governor Washburn, of his Edgewood 
property, 
Have had the same under consideration, 
and instructed mc to report the same back 
to the Seuale with the recommendation 
that it be indefinitely postponed, and their 
reasons therefor. 
The property known as Edgewood is 
beautifully situated, about two miles from 
Madison, aud is well calculated tor a gen­ 
tleman of ample means; but with the ex­ 
ception of inc land, ol which there is about 
titty acres, and the barn which is a sub­ 
stantial stone building, it is illy adapted 
tor a school, and ut no great value for that 
purpose. 
But the pecuniary value of tho property 
is not a matter ot primary consideration, 
l'tie first question lo be determined is as to 
the necessity and advisability oi establish­ 
ing such a school as is contemplated by tbe 
resolution. 
That there arc hundreds, 
and 
even 
thousands, oi the State who should be pro­ 
vided with belter homes and means of ed­ 
ucation than they 
possess, is possible. 
I hat there are many Is evident to your 
committee; but they do not believe that 
the best means of providing for them is to 
establish blate schools, surrounded with 
ult the grandeur of palatial 
buildings, 
boards ot management, governing officers 
and retinues of servants, which are 
the 
luevitabe accompaiuments of State insti­ 
tutions. 
On the contrary, it is the opinion of your 
committee that me class of children re­ 
ferred to should not be collected in large 
luclliuiions ut the kiud proposed; but that 
it would be much belter for them, to pro­ 
vide tor their support in the counties or 
cities where they reside, even if the State 
assumed the charge for their maintenance, 
iu the lambies of mechanics aud farmers, 
where they would have the benefit of the 
common schools, and instruction in some 
useful manual labor, which would fit them 
tor self support. 
This would not cost tue State more than 
oue-half as much per capita as it would 
to support them under the system pro­ 
posed, and would obviate the necessity of 
erecting expensive buildings and the bring­ 
ing of children together iu large institu­ 
tions, where the vicious tendencies of tbe 
lew to mislesd the better disposed would 
not be counteracted by home influences, as 
in our common school system, but would 
be left lo work the ruin ot many. 
State schools of the kind proposed are at 
best but an experiment, which, so far as 
your committee is aware, has been tried 
in only oue blate in the Union, and in that 
is not fully tested. 
Yet we are asked, in 
consideration ol the donation of property, 
worth but a few thousand dollars at most, 
to determine tbe future policy ct the btate 
tor all ages, regardless of our present or 
future wants. 
That this would not only be unwise but 
reckless legislation, appears evident to 
your committee. If, alter a eareful inves­ 
tigation of the subject, it is found desira. 
Ole for the blate to establish such schools, 
and the property in question were in ev­ 
ery way suitei for its purposes, it would, 
in the opinion of your committee be much 
better to purchase it at any price which 
its owuer might pat upon it, than to ac­ 
cep t it as a gift under any conditions 
which would not leave the btate absolute 
control ot the property. 
But in determining any question involv­ 
ing an increased expenditure of public 
money, the financial condition of the coun­ 
try should be considered. 
The establish- 
men of such a school will require large 
appropriations for its establishment and 
annual support, and in the opinion of your 
committee the tax payers of the btate are 
now illy prepared to bear the increased 
burthen which it would impose on them. 
During the past five years, the revenues 
derived trom capital and industry have 
gradually diminished to such an extent 
that multitudes of our best and most re­ 
sponsible citizens now find it difficult to 
maintain themselves and their families in 
positions of comfort and respectability ; 
while many others, from no fault of their 
own, but by the mere shrinkage of values, 
are reduced to actual poverty. The pro­ 
ducts of our farms are so reduced in value 
that some of our principal crops will hard­ 
ly bear transportation to market; our fac­ 
tories are idle, or pay their owners bat a 
fraction of the liberal dividends whieh 
they gave them in prosperous times. 
Yet the demands of the tax collector are 
as heavy as ever, and id our cities and 
large villages actually amount to one*tbird 
the rental value of all taxable property. 
This statement of facts, which must be 
confirmed by the observation and experi­ 
ence of every member of the Senate, should 
convince us that the time has come for 
legislators to do something more than talk 


of reform, and something less in the way of 
appropriating public money.

W a sh in g t o n, iFeb. 5 —Secretary 
r e ­ 
marked to your correspondent to-day that 
his information led him to believe that 
Congress would provide funds to meet the 
requirements of the new pension bill before 
adjournment. Of all the plans suggested 
he thought a good one was to authorize 
$40,000,000 of 4 per cent bonds which he 
could sell after taking up all available 
sixes the latter part oi the y e a r; but a bet­ 
ter plan than this would be to enact a na­ 
tional income tax, an i pay pensions out of 
the proceeds at the rate of eignt or ten 
millions annually. This, he thought, would 
be morefapt to be sanctioned by public 
opinion than an increase of the bonded 
debt. 
Secretary Schurz has the report of Com­ 
missioner Bontley, as to the amount re­ 
quired to pay the arrears of pensions, 
which he will transmit to Congress to­ 
morrow. 
The report is quite lengthy, 
and contains all the available information, 
the sum ot it being that an appropriation 
of $34,000,000 will be required immediately 
to pay arrears ot those already on the 
rolls.

An O ld M ississip p i C a p ta in ’s R e c d 
le c tio n s o f th e G rea t S in g e r . 
New York Sun. 
I met old Captain Thomaston one eveDlog 
in tXe Galt House rotunda. He is no long­ 
er on the river; but spends his summers in 
Saratoga and his winters in Louisville or 
New Orleans. 
He is known to about ev­ 
erybody in the southwest. 
.He dresses 
with scrupulous neatness, wears an old­ 
fashioned collar, around which is wound a 
brilliant red cravat, and is full of stories of 
steamboating days. 
I asked him if the 
newspaper story was true, said to have 
been told by him several years ago, that 
he was with Jenny Lind at Niagara when 
the great songstress dropped on her knees 
at the brink of the cataract, and with 
streaming eyes thanked God that He had 
vouchsaved to her the sight of so grand an 
exhibition of His power. 
“ Vee,” said the Captain; “that was in 
the early spring of ’50, and there was an 
icy mantle halt way down the falls lrom 
the edge, and great masses of ic J springing 
up from the bed of the river below to meet 
the water as it tell. 
It was magnificent, 
aud the great-hearted lady could not re­ 
strain herself as she saw it. I never shall 
forget ber prayer to be made a better worn 
an—to be made able to serve the maker of 
so wonderful a world in a way that she 
should. 
We all uncovered our beads as 
she knelt there, aod I thiuk I am a better 
man for the memory. 
“ We baa been together then for nearly a 
month. I had Miss Lind and her party as 
passengers from New Orleans to Louisville 
The trip down I had carried hundreds of 
the first people of the South to hear her 
sing in New Orleans 
They had come all 
the way from Memphis and Little Hock and 
Vicksburg, but when they got to New Or­ 
leans there was hardly a seat to be had for 
love or money. 
So, many of them came 
back with me unsatisfied—they had rather 
be on the same boat with Jenny Lind than 
to stay for the Mardi-Gras and all that in 
New Orleans. 
When we were fairly on 
our way up the river, one of the ladies— 
she was a great belle lo her day, the daugh­ 
ter of a senator, and afterwards the wife of 
one of our foreign ministers—came to me 
and asked whether it was really true that 
Miss Lind meant to keep her stateroom all 
the way to Memphis. 
“ ‘OI course not,’ said I. ‘Everybody 
comes to dinner en rn? boat.’ ” 
Those were simple times. 
The captain 
oi a Mississippi steamboat was a person of 
more consequence, even, than the com­ 
mander of aa ocean steamer is to day, and 
Captain Thomasson was the most noted of 
all the capta ns on the father of waters. 
—“ ‘Of course not. 
She’ll be at dinner 
to-day.’ Then I went to U&rnatn — Bar­ 
num, the showman, who was m&nigmg 
Miss Lind. 
“ ‘Lamina,’ says I, ‘is Miss Lind getting 
ready lor dinner ?’ 
“Barnum looked up surprised. ‘Why, 
no,” said he ; ‘MissjLind cats her meals in 
her loom.' 
“ ‘Not on my boat,’ said I ; for you see I 
didn’t want to disappoint the ladies. Well 
Barnum and I argued It a while, and then 
I agreed to talk to Miss Lind myselt about 
it. I knocked at the door of her state­ 
room. 
• 
• I he pleasantest voice I ever heard said, 
‘Come in.’ 
“ ‘Miss Lind.’ said I, “I am the captain of 
the boat. There are twenty ladles on 
board —ladies of the first station in Amer­ 
ica—whom I had brought anywhere trom 
two to six hundred miles down to New 
Orleans to hear and see you. They couldn’t 
get eveo to the door of your concert room 
for the crowd. So they took passage oo my 
boat again with no other hope than just to 
see you. They didn’t want to be rude— 
neither do I ; but I hope you will gratify 
them and not seclude yourself all this long 
trip.* 
“ ‘My dear capitaioe,’ said she,as pleas­ 
antly as could be, ‘I don't mean to hide my­ 
self. 
Why should I ? But what would you 
have me do ? 
“ ‘Come and sit at my right hand at din­ 
ner,’ said I, ‘It’s nearly time for the bdl 
to ring.’ 
•• ‘Wiz ze greatest of plazure,* said the 
great lady, and when dinner was ready she 
came out of ber stateroom ^smiling, and 
bowed to every be dy in the ladies’ cabin, 
and sat down by my side. 
“ ‘Will you not do me ze bonaire to in­ 
troduce me to ze ladies,’ she said, and I 
introduced her to all the lady passengers j 
who were at my table—all ladies, mind j 
you. it was the most .pleasant dinner I 
ever had. Miss Lind was curious about 
everything, and especially about planta­ 
tion life. She and Miss — — got to be 
great friends, and the lady afterward visit­ 
ed Mrs. Goldschmidt, after her marriage to 
the pianist, at her home In London. 
“Atter dinner the tables were cleared 
away, and Mise Lind sat down on the sci* 
at the end of the cabin. I went forward 
to where Barnum was sitting, near the 
cierk’aoffice. ‘Barnum,’ said I, ‘won’t Miss 
Lind sing something for the ladies ?*’ 
“ ‘Captain,’ said he, turning on me, ‘are 
you going raviog mad I Miss Lind sing in 
a public place like this! 
Why, man, you 
make me laugh. Miss Lind gets a thous­ 
and dollars for eveiy song she sings. Per­ 
haps you’ye a thousand dollars to spare 
about you? 
Offer ber that—and then 
she’ll tell you to go about your business.’ 
“ ‘All right, Barnum,’ said I, ‘we’ll see.' 
“ Well, then, I went into my pantry and 
got my nigger band together. 
There was 
one likely young boy among ’em who had 
such a voice as you never heard. 
I was 
younger then, by considerable, than I am 
now, but I could never hear that boy sing 
one of his plantation songs without tears 
coming into my eyes 
But I thought I’d 
try him first. So one of the boys kept time 
on his banjo, and the fellow sang over his 
eong. It was ab jut a yellow girl who had 
been sold off into ala vary from her Louis­ 
iana home into Georgia. I always thought 
the boy made it up himself. I never beard 
the words or the music before or since. The 
words didn’t exactly rhyme, nor the music 
wasn’t such as you hear in the opera, but I 
knew it would do. 
bo I got the boys to­ 
gether in the cabin, and atter they had 
played a waile the boy sang his song 
Miss Lind listened from first to last, and 
there were tears in her eyes, L \ when it 
was finished. I don’t exactly know how it 
was, but five minutes afterward she was at 
the piaoo.and sang first the music of that 
soog, as well as 6he could remember it, 
aud then song aftersong of her own. And 
not only that evening, either, but every 
evening that she was on the boat. 
The 
pianist of her troupe played, too, and the 
other members of the company sang or 
played, aod my ladies, also, and such con­ 
certs there never were in America before 
or since. 
We got 


most beautltul and the best woman I eyer 
knew.” 
I think the captain keeps a few little 
dowers and such trides that date back 
to that trip, religiously by bim to this 
day. 
He bas never married, I believe 
though he was a comparatively youog man 
In ’50.

A new railroad project is on foot, or 
rather an old one is being revived in a new

Last Friday the articles of organization 
for a new railroad were filed in the Circuit 
Clerk’s cilice at Rockford, the same to be 
known as the Rock River railroad, and the 
line to extend “from some point in the city 
of Rockford, within one mile of the city 
bridge, to the State line of VV isconaln, at cr 
near the city ct Beloit.” The proposed 
road is designed a9 a northern section of 
the Rockford, Milledgeville and Mississip­ 
pi railroad, a charter for which has al­ 
ready been obtained. 
The men who have formed the organi­ 
zation are Dr. It. P. Lane, N. C. Thomp­ 
son, A. L Enoch, h enry W. Price, Leyi 
Rhoades, and Mayor William Watson, of 
Rockford, and G. W. h u n t, of Polo. They 
are men of means and energy, and those 
who know them best, are confident that

I to push 11 actual completion this enter­ 
prise. 
Tile capital is placed at $200,000, 
divided into 2,000 shares of $100 each, and 
it is said there will be no difficulty in se­ 
curing the necessary capital to proceed 
with the work at once. 
If so, an old rail­ 
road pro ject cf great moment to Janesville 
will again receive the breath of life. 
It is 
in brief the plan of building a railroad 
from here to Beloit. 
The plan is by no means a new one. 
In 
1SG0 steps were beiug taken to push for­ 
ward the Rockford Rock Island and St 
Louis road 
to 
Beloit, 
and 
at 
the 
instance 
of 
Mr. 
J. 
A. 
Leland 
who was then engaged in that enterprise, 
a company was formed for building a roat 
from here to Beloit, connecting with the 
other proposed line. 
The project met with 
favor at the time,and would doubtless have 
been completed ere this had it not been for 
the iailure of the plan for building beyond 
I Sterling, Illinois. So much confidence was 
felt in the enterprise that in Maftb, 1870, 
a charter was obtained L r the “Beloit and 
Janesville Railroad,” and a company was 
incorporated,consisting of the following: 
Jenison A. Leland, Henry P. Strong, d ias. 
fl. Parker, William A. Lawrence, Orrin 
Guernsey, Volney Atwood. 
The charter contains many 
valuable 
franchises, and does not require tho Com­ 
pany to even commence work before the 
expiration of fifteen years, so that the in­ 
strument is still in force, and still of valuct 
and under it steps will probably be taken 
to build the road, if the proposed Rockford 
enterprise is'carried into effect. 
In the summer of 1S70, the Company 
elected a9 
directors: 
W. A. Lawrence* 
Alex Graham, J. A. Leland, Henry P. 
Strong and Charles II. Parker, and at an 
election of 
officers Alex. 
Graham was 
chosen President, and William A. Law. 
rence Secretary. 
A line was run to Beloit, 
and estimates wero made of the cost of 
the twelve miles of road necessary to con­ 
nect the two cities.

The mere fact of its giving better ac­ 
commodations between Beloit and Janes­ 
ville, than is now given by either rail or 
stage, is but a tid-bit of the advantages 
urged by those who are enthusiastic over 
the plan. 
If the road is built from Rock­ 
ford to Beloit, this link of twelve miles 
will serve to give* Janesville another out­ 
let to Chicago, by connecting at Rockford 
with the Chicago aud Iowa road, which 
is under the control of the Chicago B ur­ 
lington & Q liney, and not only thus gives 
aa exit to Chicago but a connection with
